Urban  District  Council, 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  vital 
statistics  and  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1954* 

The  district  consists  of  four  Wards  and  has  a population  of 
24,540  concentrated  in  a relatively  small  area. 

The  number  of  industries  within  the  district  is  very  small, 
the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  worlcing  in  the  adjoining  City  of 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne  and  other  parts  of  Tyneside, 

I,  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


POPULATIOH.  There  was  a decrease  of  120  in  the  Registrar  General' 
estimate  of  the  mid-year  home  population  from  24,660  in  1953,  to 
24,540,  in  1954. 

BIRTHS,  The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  1954  370, 

The  number  in  the  previous  years  was  371,  in  1953,  and  361,  in  1952 

In  1954,  the  birth  rate  (corrected  for  age  and  sex 
distribution)  v/as  15.3  per  1,000  population,  being  similar  to  that 
of  the  country  as  a v/hole,  which  was  15*2  per  1,0^0  population. 

The  birth  rate  (corrected)  for  the  district  in  1953  'was  14*4 
per  1,000  popiilation. 

In  1954,  the  slightly  decreased  population  and  only  one  less 
birth  raised  the  rate  a little. 

Eight  still  births  were  registered  during  the  year  eonpared 
with  ten  in  1953.  The  still  birth  rate  in  1954  "was  21,1,  "whereas 
in  1953,  it  v^as  20,6  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

The  rate  for  England  and  ''^Tales  in  1954  was  23.4  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  showed  a shsup  decline  to 
if,  in  1954  from  10,  in  1953. 
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DEATHS.  The  total  nuitber  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  34-7,  of  which  93  occurred  at  the  St.  Nicholas  Hospital, 

In  1953,  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  35^,  HO 
of  vdiich  occurred  at  the  hospital. 

The  general  death  rate  for  the  Urba.n  District  was  13*5 
(corrected  for  ago  anf  sex  distribution)  compared  with  a rate  of 
H-.l  per  1,000  population  (similarly  corrected)  in  1953.  The 
general  death  rate  for  the  Co'jintry  was  11,3  per  1,000  population 
in  1954. 

Due  to  a change  in  the  Registrar  G-eneral  ’ s method  of 
assigning  institutional  deaths,  on  January  1st,  1953,  all  deaths 
occurring  at  ths  St.  Nicholas  Hospital  were  no  longer 
transferable  but  assigned  to  this  district. 

This  has  increased  the  general  death  rate  for  the  district 
in  the  last  two  years  but  care  has  been  taken  when  deading  with 
individual  causes  of  death,  later  in  the  report,  to  separate 
deaths  of  residents  from  hospital  d.eaths. 

The  nuimber  of  d.eaths  of  residents  was  24-9,  in  1954-,  246,  in 
1953  and  227,  in  1952. 

NATURAL  INCREiiSS  OF  THE  POFULiiTION.  The  number  of  births  in 
excess  of  deaths  during  the  year  v^ras  23.  In  1953,  it  was  lli;.  and 
in  1952,  131-.  This  natural  increase  of  the  population  of  23  in 
1954-,  is  the  lowest  yet  recorded,  for  the  district  and  is  in 
keeping  vdth  the  figures  for  the  country  generallj'-,  -v^iich  shov/ed 
an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  171,334  in  1954.  The  average 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  for  the  years  1948-52  was  203,016, 

INFANT  HORTALm,  The  death  rate  of  all  infants  under  one  year 
of  ago  showed  an  unwelcome  increase  to  35.1  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Nales  in  1954  25.5  per  1,000  live 

births , 

This  rate  of  35.1  in  1954  for  the  Urban  District  is  the 
largest  since  1945,  when  it  vras  36,2  per  1,000  births. 

In  1954,  13  infant  d.eaths  were  registered  co.mpared  with  6,  in 

1953  and  9,  in  1952  and  1951. 

The  increase  wa.c  chiefly  in  the  mimbcr  of  neo-natal  deaths 
(i.e,,  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  month  of  life)  to  8,  in 

1954  from  3,  in  1953.  Analysing  the  8 neo-natad  deaths,  2 were 
due  to  birth  conditions,  2 to  birth  injury,  3 to  congenital 
abnormalities  and  one  to  pre.maturity. 
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In  1953,  3-11  3 neo-natal  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity. 

Five  infant  deaths  occurred  "between  the  end  of  the  first 
month  and  the  first  j^ear  of  life  "but  all  viere  in  the  first  six 
months  of  life.  One  death  was  due  to  preinaturity,  one  to  a 
congenital  defect,  one  to  convulsions  and  "vdiooping  cough,  and  one 
to  Bronchitis  and  Broncho -pneumonia  respectively. 

The  neo-natad  mortality  rate  for  the  district  in  1951- 
21,6  per  1,000  related  births  and  that  for  England  and  ’dales 
was  17.7. 

This  increase  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  1951-, 
particularly  of  the  neo-natal  deaths,  shows  clearly  the  task  that 
still  remains  in  reducing  deaths  from  congenital  and  birth  causes, 
although  those  from  infective  causes  have  been  reduced  to  a 
miniimim. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under 
2 years  of  age  for  the  last  three  years, 

IIATERNAL  MORTALITY.  One  maternal  death  vra.s  registered  during 
the  year,  the  maternal  ca.uses  in  this  case  were  secondary  to 
cardiac  disease.  No  maternal  dca.ths  were  registered  in  the  two 
preceeding  years. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  district  v^-as  2,6  and  that 
of  the  country  generally  0,69  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births. 

INDIVrDUAL  CAUSES  OF  DEA.TH.  The  total  number  of  deaths  (other 
than  those  occurring  in  the  St.  Nichola.s  Hospital)  registered  in 
1954  "was  249,  2U1  increa.se  of  3 on  those  registered  in  1953. 

Those  classified  as  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases 
decreased  slightly  to  a total  of  97,  from  109  in  1953,  and  113, 
in  1952. 

Deaths  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  dropped 
from  39  in  1953,  to  32,  in  1954. 

Those  registered  as  from  malignant  neoplaan,  (all  sites) 
increased  by  6 to  a total  of  44,  in  1954,  from  38,  in  1953 • 

The  increase  was  mainly  in  those  classified  as  'of  all  other 
sites',  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  Iting, 
stomach,  breast  and  uterus  were  similar  in  both  years. 


Twenty-five  deaths  fror.i  respiratory  diseases  (other  than 
tuberculosis)  were  registered  dujring  the  year,  ten  of  these  vrare 
hospital  deaths.  There  was  little  c'dfference  in  the  number 
of  deaths  under  this  classification  in  the  two  years. 

One  death  from  'Influenza'  was  recorded  in  1954-,  none  in 

1953. 


In  1953,  no  death  from  ulcer  of  the  stomach,  duodenum,  was 
registered  but  in  1954-,  tliree  dearths  occurred  from  this  cause. 

The  tliree  deaths  from  syphilis  were  all  hospita.l  ca.ses,  as 
v/ere  two  of  the  three  deaths  from  other  infective  and  jjnnasitic 
diseases. 

There  w^ere  12  deaths  due  to  accident  other  than  motor  vehicle 
accident.  Four  occi-irred  at  the  St,  Nic’^olas  Hospital,  thi’ee  due 
to  Pneui'-ionia  follomng  fracture  and  fall,  and  one  from  burns. 

Of  the  other  8 accid.ents,  5 were  due  to  fractures  following 
falls,  one  to  a pit  accident,  one  d.eath  was  due  to  accidental 
coal  go.s  poisoning  end  one  to  burns  caused,  by  clothing  catching 
fire. 


The  nu -ber  of  fata.!  accidents  wms  unusually  high  in  1954, 
and  conTpares  unfavourably  with  the  figures  for  previous  years, 
namely  3,  in  1953  cind  1,  in  1952, 

Pour  cases  of  suicide  v/erc  registered  during  the  year,  one 
case  being  at  the  St,  Nicholc0.s  Hospital, 

Two  deaths  fro.a  a 'motor  vehicle  accident ' occurred  compared 
with  one  death  classified  under  t’lj-S  hea.ding  in  1953.  One  was  of 
a young  boy  of  3 years  in  collision  Td.th  a bus  and  the  other  of  a 
young  a.dult  in  a motor  cycle  accident, 

II.  TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  mortality  rate  fro.m  a.ll  forms  of  the  disease  decreased, 
to  0,16  per  1,000  r)opulation  in  1954  fro.m  0,24  per  1,000 
]popula.tion  in  1953. 

T-hc  mortality  rate  for  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  for  England 
and.  Hales  in  1954,  was  0.179  per  1,000  population. 

Three  deaths  (2  male  a.nd  1 female)  from  the  pulmonary  form 
of  the  disease  were  registered,  d’oring  the  year,  co.'pared  with  6 
deaths  in  1953,  3,  in  1952  and  5,  in  1951.  No  death  from  tMs 
cause  occurred  a.t  the  hospital. 
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There  ’vvas  one  death  from  the  Non- pulmonary  form  of  the 
disea.se.  In  1953,  no  death  '•ccuirred  under  tliis  classification, 
one  occurred  in  1952,  and  2,  in  1951. 

This  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
(all  forms)  frora  6,  in  1953,  to  k.,  in  1954,  is  consistent  with 
the  general  trend  throughout  the  country. 

There  was  a rise  in  incidence  of  the  disease  during  the  year, 

25  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  u^ere  notified,  and  17  cases 
inwardly  transferred  to  the  district.  During  the  previous  year, 

19  new  ca.ses  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  9 inwa.rdly 
transferred.  In  1954,  therefore  there  was  a rise  in  incidence  of 

6 new  cases  and  of  8 inward  transfers. 

The  25  primary  notifications  of  x^uimonary  tuberculosis  in  1954 
consisted  of  1?  male  and  8 femle  cases.  In  1953,  the  notifications 
of  this  disease  were  7 xiiale  and  12  female  cases,  a total  of  19. 

Co.mparing  the  two  years,  there  is  an  increase  of  10  male 
notifications  and  a decrease  of  4 then  female  notifications. 

The  -increase  in  male  notifications  was  chiefly  in  the  age  group, 

45  to  55  years,  from  2,  in  1953  to  6,  in  1954.  In  females,  the  15  to 

20  years  age  group  showed  5 notifications  compared  vd.th  2 in  1953 

and  no  notifica'cion  over  the  age  of  35,  whereas  in  1953,  there  were  3. 

This  points  to  earlier  diagnosis  and.  indeed  the  rise  in 
incidence  of  pulmonary  tubercle  may  in  so.me  part  be  due  to  earlier 
and  better  methods  of  diagnosis  and  t.he  closer  surveillance  of 
contacts. 

The  incidence  of  non-pul.monary  tuberculosis  showed  a marked 
fall  to  4 cases,  (2  male  and  2 feinale)  notified,  in  1954,  from 
12  cases,  (6  male  and.  6 female)  in  1953. 

A larger  number  of  inward,  transfer.^  17  in  all  (lO  male  and 

7 female),  all  cases  of  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  cajme 
into  the  district  during  the  year  compared  mth  9(4  male  and. 

5 female)  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  andL  2 (l  male  and  1 
female)  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  duuring  the  x^revious 
year. 


The  Mass  Radiogra.phy  Unit  did  not  visit  the  district  in  1954. 

The  Unit  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hosxaital  Board., 

I understand  find.s  concentrat  ng  on  ind.ustrial  and  selected  groups 
of  people  rather  more  productive  of  C3.se-f inding  then  x^nblic  sessions. 

Members  of  the  general  public  can  attend  the  Unat  ab  the 
General  Hospital,  Newcastle. 
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EPID^'MCLOGY. 

During  1954,  the  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
was  280,  compared  with  500  cases  notified  jji  1953,  aJid  497,  in  1952, 

This  was  a considerable  decrease  Y/hich  tooh  place  in  all  the 
notifiable  diseases  with  the  exception  of  Vvlioopin^'  Cough,  the 
incidence  of  wh  ch  rose  to  130  cases  in  1954,  from  50,  in  1953, 
two  cases  of  Polioi'i^elitis  and  tY/o  of  Food  Poisonjjig  in  1954, 
coiTipared  Yd.th  no  notif ics-tion  of  these  two  diseases  in  1953. 

The  incid-ence  of  Scarlet  Fever  progressed  still  finrther  in  its 
steady  decline  to  13  cases  in  1954,  whereas  in  the  two  previous 
years,  34  and  50  cases,  resi^ectively,  ha.d  been  notified.  The  cases 
d.uring  the  year  were  of  a very  mild  type. 

Notifications  of  Vfhooping  Cough  rose  to  130  during  the  year 
from  50,  in  1953,  ard  7^^,  in  1952,  Severa.1  cases  had  severe  attacks 
and,  there  -was  one  death  of  a baby,  2 months  old,  vidth  Yfhooping  Cougli 
as  a contributory  cause. 

Prophylaxis  against  Yliooping  Cough  is  not  as  yet  done  on  a 
si  iler  basis  to  diphtheria  immini.sea:ion  but  at  the  Clinic  or  by  the 
general  practitioners,  at  the  parents  request. 

The  numb  or  of  children  who  have  received,  prophylactic  injections 
in  the  dist:oict  is  gradually  increasing.  In  1954,  ^2  children 
received,  this  protection  whereas  in  1953,  23  children,  and  in  1952, 

11  children,  received  these  injections. 

The  nu'ber  of  notifications  of  Measles  showed  a sharp  fall  in 
1954  to  90  cases  notified,  from  227,  in  1953  and  331,  in  1952, 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  during  1954  as  in  19' 3. 
There  was  one  notification  in  1952, 

Dysentery  also  S'lowed  a.  very  welcome  drop  to  21  cases  notified. 
(13  of  Td?i.ch  were  patients  at  the  ~t.  Nicholas  ""ospita.l) , from  155 
in  1953,  when  an.  outbreak  occurred  d.uring  the  last  quarter  of  that 
year. 

Notifications  of  Pneumonia  declined  to  15  d.uring  the  year  from 
21,  the  previous  year. 

Pood  Poisoning.  Two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  vrere  notified,  one 
in  thT'third  "and”  tlie  other  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 


The  causative  a,o;ent  v/a.s  idontifiec’  in  hoth  cases.  In  the 
first  case,  Clostridiun  'Yelchii,  in  the  secont?,  =^a.l:nonella  -^yphi- 
muriuTi  v;ere  isolated.  The  cases  occva-red  after  lon^-  iournevs 
and  meals  en  route,  and  it  v/as  found  i 'nossihle  to  trace  the 
source  of  infectj.on. 


The  patient  sufferinr  from  food  .oisoninp  due  to  'Salmonella 
13^111-  Turiui-n  "wo-S  ill  for  some  weetis^  hut  cleared  ei*ter  a month. 

The  patient  appeared  to  have  contracted  the  illness  v/iile  on 
holiday.

There  was  no  positive  contacts  found  in  either  fs^nily,  and  no 
further  cases  occurred. 

Undulant  Apsdn  one  case  of  Undulant  Tover  occurred 

durinr-;  the  year  as  in  the  previous  yeor.  The  pr.':ient  v/as  a 3'oung 
ITor^verian  of  2 C years,  v;ho  had  been  'nine  months  in  this  country'. 
He  was  a 'mi t ted  to  the  Infectious  Disea.ses  Hospital,  'Talherpate. 


Acute  Polio.u^^elitis  3.nd  Acute  Polio  -enceptialitis.  During  195h, 

2 cases  '.‘ere  notified  under  this  heading . There  ’.vas  no  case  in  1953. 

In  July,  a case  of  Poliorayelitis,  s.  girl  of  6 years,  and  an 
inmate  of  a hospital  in  the  district,  was  notified.  The  had  been 
an  inpatient  of  the  hospital  for  two  years. 


Precautionarj'"  measures  were  advt.sed  and  visiting  to  the  ivard 
stopped  for  a short  period, 

Dortunatel3r,  the  child  had  been  isolated  at  the  beginning  of  the 
illness.

The  histological  regort,  follovrJ.ng  a.  post  .mortem,  revealed, 
the  cause  of  deerch  as  -:olio-encep]:ialitis. 

■^'hc  narents  •:'ere  inter^/ie’ved.  from  an  epideriological  point  of 
view.  m interesting  point  elicited.  wa.s  tliat  a faiil3?’  friend!.,  who 
was  also  a contact,  had.  died,  fro.m  T)olio-::3^elitis  abroad,  short  13^ 
afterwards. 
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In  November,  a case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a.  boy  of  8 
years,  whose  home  was  in  a district  some  20  miles  ai,vay  but  v/ho 
was  a weekly  boarder  at  a combined  boarding  and  day  school  in 
this  district. 

The  illness  was  of  a mild  abortive  type  and  the  cliild  made  a 
coiiplete  recovery. 

School  contacts,  33  altogether,  were  kept  under  surveillance 
for  the  requisite  period. 


rh  HOUSINq. 

The  niomber  of  axaplications  for  Council  houses  Y/as  850  at  the 
end  of  1954. 

1,370  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  since  I91I-5 
122  being  completed  during  1954. 

Five  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  rehoused  in  more  suitable 
accommodation,  of  viio-  two  cases  already  living  in  Council  houses 
were  transferred  to  larger  ones. 

On  July  13th,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Covernraent  held  a public  enquiry  relating  to  a Clea.rance  Area 
of  8 houses  in  flats  in  Ash  Street  and  5 houses  in  Chapel  Street. 

The  Clearance  Order  'wb.s  subsequently  confirmed  b^r  the  ‘'inister. 

It  is  gratifying  that  a start  ha.s  alreadjr  been  raade  in  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses  although  it  is  important  to  note  that 
this  district  has  relatively  f ev;-. 

Information  in  tabular  form  required  under  Article  3I  of  the 
Housing  Consolida.ted  NeguTLations,  1925,  is-  'iven  in  the  detailed 
Housing  Section  of  the  report.

Section  50j| Burial  or  Cremation  of  th_^  No  action 

was  necessary  under  thh-S  Section, 

^ction  47.  Removal  to  suitable  pre-mises  of  persons  ijp  need  of 
care  and.  attention^  Six  cases  were  visited  under  this  Section  by 
the  staf*f  of"  the  Health  Department,  46  visits  in  all  being  paid, 
during  the  year. 
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Application  was  made  to  a Co\nrt  of  Sunxnarj^  Jurisdiction  for 
aji  extension  of  an  Order  made  previously  xmder  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  ilcc,  1951.  The  Order  was  granted,  and 
the  person,  an  elderly  man,  was  detained  for  a f-urther  three 
months  in  HoLmlands,  North  Shields, 

No  further  formal  action  was  necessary.  The  other  cases 
were  kept  under  supervision  and  home  helps  supplied  in  two  cases, 

VT,  mUi  AND  DAIRIES  R50UIATIONS,  1949. 

121  milk  samples  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
year.  Seventeen  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
tubercle  bacilli,  but  none  were  positive. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  of  the  samples  is  given  in  the 
Senier  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report, 

VII.  POOD  HYGIBr:S  & HHilLTN  EDUCATION. 

Reg’jJLar  visits  were  paid  by  the  staff  of  the  department  to 
the  127  food  shops  in  the  district,  and  efforts  imde  to  bring  the 
importance  of  food  hygiene  home  both  to  the  staffs  of  food 
premises  and  the  general  public. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
Byelaws  made  ■under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1953, 

Several  lectures  on  hygiene  were  given  during  the  year  by 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  department  to  schools  in  the  District.

(a)  Regional  Hospital  Board. ' .There  are  t'^TO  hospitals  in  the 
Urban  District,  the  St,  Nicholas  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
mental  diseases  and  the  Sanderson  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 

(t)  Noirthumberland  County  Coimcil.  Sections  (5)  (4)  (5)  (6)  (7) 
and  the  care  of  the  biiildings  in  Section  (2)  are  administered  by 
the  South  Area  Health  Sub  Committee, 

(l)  Home  Nursing  and  Mid'wif ery.  There  are  tliree  generaJL 

nxirses  and  two  midwives  resident  in  the  district. 
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(2)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service.  Regular  sessions 
are  held  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  IVeifare  Centre,  Church  Road, 
Gosforth,  for  hahies,  children  and  expectant  mothers,  for  dental 
treatment  and  the  treatment  of  eye  defects  and  sld.n  diseases,  and 
for  Ultra  Violet  Ray  therapy. 

In  Decemher,  1954?  further  extensions  to  the  building  were 
coiT^pleted,  roo:-is  for  ultra-violet  light,  orthopaedic  clinic,  a 
weighing  room,  doctor’  a consulting  room  and  a dark  room  were 
provided. 

(3)  Ambulance  Service.  This  service  has  a station  at 
’Videonen  ifihich  covers  the  Urban  District  of  Gosforth  and 
Longbenton  (with  the  exception  of  West  Allotment),  and  the 
adjacent  pants  of  the  Castle  Ward  district  and  works  in 
iMDnjiinction  with  the  Newburn  and  <>hbcY*_^M  stations. 

* 

There  are  15  driver  attendants,  one  driver  supervisor,  5 
ambulances  and  one  sitting  can  at  the  Wideopen  Station. 

On  3rd  October,  1954,  control  of  ambilLances  by  radio  became 
operative  throughout  the  South  Area.  The  ambulances  at  Wideopen 
were  supplied  ’Aith  mobile  sets  and  are  in  contact  by  radio  mth  the 
Wideopen  Depot. 

During  the  year,  the  ambulances  cf'  the  Wideopen  Station  made 
4>681  journeys,  carried  22,921  patients,  including  2,778  stretcher 
cases  and  881  accident  and  emergency  cases  and  had  a total  mleage 
of  145,934  miles. 

These  totals  show  a slight  decrease  in  the  use  of  the  service 
in  1954,  compared  vdth  the  previous  year, 

(4)  Immunisation  ^d  Vaccination.  At  the  31st  December,  91?5  of 
the  total  cliild  population  of  the  District  had  been  immunised  at  .some 
time  during  their  lives,  compared,  with  9d^  in  1953  and  SCffo  in  1952. 

There  was  a rise  in  the  percentage  of  iramunised  children  imder 
5 years  to  80  in  1954  from  78,9  in  1953.  The  percentage  of 
immunised  children  of  from  5-15  years  reiioained  at  98  in  both  years. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  344  children  received  a primary 
course  of  iiTiraanisation  (334  children  under  5 years  and  1C,  from 
5-15  years);  in  addition  597  children  received  a reinforcing 
injection. 
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LTia-unity  Index.  This  Index  v/hich  shows  the  nximber  of  children 
in  each  age  group  immunised  d.uring  the  last  5 yesxs,  was  introduced 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1953.  For  the  urha-n  district,  the 
figures  for  that  year  w*sre,  under  1 year  20fo;  l-4years  94^,  5-14 
years  725^,  giving  a total  of  72?^  of  the  child  population  (0-I4 
years)  immunised  during  the  last  5 years. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  1954,  the  Immunity  Index 
has  risen  in  the  under  one  year  age  group  and  remained  at  a liigh 
level  in  the  others. 

The  figures  were  under  1 year,  94^  1-4  years;  SC^b  5-^ 
years,  with  the  total  of  804  of  the  child  population  (O-lij-  years) 
immunised  during  the  last  5 years. 

The  main  object  of  the  caimpaign  remains  as  before;  to  secure 
immunisation  of  not  less  than  7^  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday 
and  to  see  tha.t  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation  is  maintained,  for 
only  then  can  this  country  hope  to  be  rid  of  diphtheria  altogether. 

The  aim  of  getting  every  child  immunised  before  the  first 
birthday  iB  still  the  primary  concern  of  doctors,  health  \d.sitors, 
district  n'urses  and  other  health  workers  in  the  field,  who  continue 
to  try  to  achieve  this  by  personal  persuasion  aidofi-by  a background 
of  publicity, 

^■Vhooping  Cough  Prophylaxis.  jDuring  the  year,  a total  of  62  children 
"(is  \mder  1 year,  33,  1-4  years)  and  11,  (5-143^ears)  received 
prophylaxis  with  pertussis  vaccine.  In  1953,  34  children  received 
prophylactic  injections. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox,  The  number  of  vaccinations  against 
smallpox  dropped  slightly  in  1954  to  a total  of  159  primary 
vaccinations  and  54  re-vaccinations  from  I64  primary  vaccinations 
and  81  re-vaccinations  in  l'^53. 

The  figures  are  still  low  and  leave  a good  proportion  of  the 
population  at  risk  should  a.  case  arise,  whic’  , ydth  increased 
travel  generally,  especially  air  travel,  is  quite  possible. 

(5)  Home  Help  Service,  During  1954,  220  patients  resident 
in  the  uxbaui  district  vrere  served  v/ith  home  helps  for  varying  periods, 
an  increase  of  3 cases  on  the  previous  year  when  217  patients  were 
served. 

The  cases  include  44,  (54)  of  illness,  110  (94)  aged  and  infirm 
people,  40,  (36)  confinements  and  ante  and  post  natal  cases,  8 (9) 
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cases  of  tulDerculosis,  10  (lO)  cases  following  operation,  accident 
or  dischai'go  from  hospital,  6(5)  "blind  persons  and  2,  (2)  problem 
cases. 

Figures  in  brackets  indicate  the  number  of  cases  served  in  1953 • 
The  number  of  aged  and  infirm  people  receiving  the  services  of  a home 
help  accounted  for  half  the  service  in  the  district  as  in  1953. 

(6)  Care  and  Mter-Care.  Meetings  of  the  Gosforth  and  Castle 
^'(’ard  jfifter-Care  Sub  Committee  v/ere  held  at  t\vo-monthly  intervals  and 
aid  to  patients  suffering  frov-i  tuberculosis  towards  milk,  clothing, 
travelling  expenses  of  relatives  to  sanatoria,  etc,,  v/ere  granted  in 
suitable  cases  and  an  effort  ma.de  to  help  in  difficult  circumstances. 

(7)  Nursing  Care  Committee.  The  G-osforth  Nursing  Care 
Committee  which  is  composed  of  voluntary  members,  keeps  a stock  of 
nursing  requisites  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for  use  on  loan  to  sick 
people  in  the  district, 

Dijring  1954,  297  articles  of  nursing  equipment  v/ere  loaned  for 
the  use  of  sick  persons  at  home. 


I again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  anc’’  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  sustained  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
department,  to  the  Senior  Sanitary  Officer,  particularly,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Deportment  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  the  year,  and  to  the  staffs  of  other  departments  of  the 
Council  for  any  information  necessary  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report .
